23 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
24 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

4 INSURANCE POLICIES AND CONTRACTS DELIVERED OR ISSUED FOR DELIVERY IN
5 THE STATE BY INSURERS, NONPROFIT HEALTH SERVICE PLANS, AND HEALTH

6 MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS.

7 (B) Notwithstanding any other provision of an individual, group, or blanket

8 health insurance policy OR CONTRACT SUBJECT TO THIS SECTION, if the policy OR

9 CONTRACT provides for reimbursement for a service that is within the lawful scope of

10 practice of alicensed podiatrist, the insured or any other person covered by OR

11 ENTITLED TO REIMBURSEMENT UNDER the policy OR CONTRACT isentitled to THE
12 SAME AMOUNT OF reimbursement for the service regardless of whether the serviceis

13 performed by a physician or licensed podiatrist.
